EXACTLY HOW THEY ARE- 
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MOST OF THE TIME WHEN YOU THINK OF A SQUAT, YOU THINK OF A DIRTY, 
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Q: To start with say something about the history of the squat. Do you keep in 
touch with other squatts? 


A: Rozbrat exists and develops for over three years now, and we do keep in touch with 
the other squatts but it’s not in a form of co-operation of something, rather norm: 
visits. Too bad that the squatters movement in Poland Is not so big. With the two 
squatts In Wroclaw and Krakow, we visit eachother on occasions. 

co-operates with squatt “KOPF in Berlin, Germany. 1 guess you can say that our “Hil 
co-operation Is based on friendship and brotherhood. They are familiar with our 
situation, and we are with theirs. in the Spring, when our electricity got cut off, 
they (KOP) decided to organize SOLIDPARTY, from which the money was put towards 
help for us, also a PA system was bought which just last night was tested at our show. 
Sometimes our bands go to play at “KOPI” and their bands come to play here at 
Rozbrat. KOPI is always offering help whenever we need It and we will always be 
thankful for that. Even though the squatters at Rozbrat are not very mobile, people 
outside our country have heard of us. For example, the vocalist for Gedeon Jurubal, 
who right now lives in Canada, when he was in Lisbon he heard of Rozbrat there. 
When he came to Poland he found us somehow and visited. 


O: Where do the squatters get the money from. You have to survive somehow? 


A: Everyone has thelr own way of getting money: work, child support, student loans, 
sometimes parents help out, But many squatters here don’t do anything and they 
never really have any money. It's not easy, even If you're squatting you gotta have 
some cash for food, to pay for electricity, to chip In for stuff. Before It was different, no 
one wanted to work (welfare makes people lazy) which wasn't too good because then 
they had too much free time which brought up stupid Ideas, and that collided with 
those who were In school or working. Right now, In Rozbrat, 2 people are In University, 
before students were the majority. 


Q: In February 1996, a few boneheads broke Into the squat at night, and tried to 
trash the place and beat up the squatters. They ended up stabbing a girl 


{Stoma) who was asteep, Say something about what happened and what wore 
the consequences, 


A: Feb. 96, | wasn't living there at the time, so | don't want to talk about what thelr 
feelings were when It happened. Some people moved out after the Incident. Sloma, 
who was Injured, lives on a squat In Berlin. She came down for the last court session. 
One of the skinheads went to jall, the rest got fines and probations. | guess It’s not 
that bad but It could be better. And the one convicted Is probably not the only one 
guilty. 1 don't think anyone here Is afraid of that happening again, but actually, in 
September 97, at night, three people with guns showed up, and the day later a group 
was on their way to start something but they got caught by the cops. The boneheads 
that we meet on the streets regularly get their asses kicked. It's actually easier to get 
In shit with someone other than a bonehead here. 


©: How do the parents of the squatters react to the fact that their children are 
Uving on a squat? 


A: Well, our parents have different views about this place (same with some friends), 
but that's normal. Some accept It, and some don’t. Some parents visit us here, some 
don't even know where we live. Sometimes it's a waste of time and patience to try to 
explain It to parents, or grandparents. For example, only a small part of my family 
knows where | live, and they don’t really like it, rather tolerate it, but I'm too old to 
listen to them about where I should live. It’s similar with the others. And friends who 
aren't in the scene don’t understand either, but they don't understand our ideology, 
and we don't expect them to. 


9: How did the 3-year anniversary go? 


A: Thank god less people showed up then last year. The party went on for about three 

days without stopping. The bands that played were:

Impotencja, Brudne Dzieci Sida There was a stage play, dancing (pogo), drinking, 
smoking, etc. Too bad that the weather wasn't too great. I guess the most emotional 
time of the party was when everything was singing “happy birthday”, there was a 
birthday cake with 3 candles, and champagne. The whole thing was a lot of fun but | 
think 3 days was a little too long. 


Q: What do you think about theft? 





: Right now I have a negative view on stealing, because 3 weeks ago, one of our new 
bikes got stolen, a while ago money was getting stolen from our rooms, and that’s 
fucked. I used to steal, from stores, not on the squat, but now I think it brings more 
damage that benefits. If there's thleves in our scene, then it’s a great “scene”. There's 
no place here for that. And as to shoplifting, a wave of that came here from the states, 
is totally stupid, | guess If you won't steal from stores, you won't steal on the squat. 
9: Rozbrat provides a place for collectives, and organizations to meet. What 
kinds of meetings take place on the squat? 





A: Anarchist Federation (FA) from our region meets here every once in a while. Every 
week, on Wednesdays, autonomists from our city (Poznan) meet here. Before they 
used to meet at a bar downtown, and I guess that was better because “normal” people 
could of ended up there, but now here only the ones Interested in this come. But still, 
that’s good that something's going on and we can provide a place. When It comes to 
major meetings, like the FA ones, or others, the squatters prefer that the people don’t 
sleep In the main building where we live. As to the national FA , or Feminist meetings 
that took place here It seems like many people just come to hang out and party. It's 
loud at night, parties till the next moming, broken bottles everywhere, We don't 
really approve of that anymore. 


9: Considering that It’s Ilegal to squat buildings, how do you deal with that. 


A: The cops have given us tickets many time for squatting. For now the only legal thing, 
we have is electricity. Our electricity got cut off before, so that was a reason to get it 
legally. We're hoping to register our collective for this building so we wouldn't have 
Problems with the cops, so It will be more “legal” to live here, but we haven't gotten 
around to it yet. But | have to add that Rozbrat, for 2 and a half years was 100 % 
illegal. They wanted to give us a huge fine for “stealing” electricity but thanx to our 
friend's (Piszpunt) good negotiation skills (he was in a city council), the amount was 
dropped to be more reasonable for us to pay. In the summer our water got cut off too, 
and soon we gotta get It somehow, maybe even legally. Some “ideologists” might 
accuse us of betraying our bellefs, but they can fuck off and try to bathe in a teaspoon 
‘of water for months. For now we're using the kindness of our neighbours (a print shop

That is if someone's not 
behaving respectfully to the squat or the squatters, If they're really drunk, or causing 
trouble. In the summertime we have problems with drunk punx who “squat” the other 
buildings of the squat and make a total mess there, they go on our neighbors property. 
which they don’t appreciate, or sometimes even try to threaten us. So we just have no 
choice but to chase them out with bats. So then they go and spread rumors about us 
that we charge people for sleeping over or something, which is not true. Also, another + 
thing, If someone's under 18, they're not allowed to stay here. That is because too 
many times we had parents or cops comming here. looking for their runaways, and 
we'd end up getting in shit. So not always “to want” Is “to be able to” stay. Many 
people we took in turned out not how we expected. A few days ago we had two punks

ANIMAL LIBERATION 
PRISONER SUPPORT 


What yow can do? 
What to do if someone in your area is caught for alleged A.L.F. (or similar 
Earth/Animal liberation) activity: 
The NA-A.L.F.S.G. needs your help for getting in contact with 
recently arrested activists. Some people who are jailed for animal 
liberation and ecodefence actions have no idea that there is support 
network waiting to support them. Without Your help these people 
may serve their entire sentence without receiving any support what 
so ever, and yet it is so easy to help these jailed activists. All it takes 
on your behalf is a little bit of initiative and research. 

If you hear about a person being arrested, don’t assume that they will 

automatically get bail or that they know who to get in contact with for 

support. If you hear about a person being arrested, do everything you 
possibly can to find out what their charges are, if they've made bail, have 
they been jailed. The NA-A.LF.S.G would rather be told about the same 
arrest 20 times than not at all. Your actions will provide encouragement to 
the prisoner, who will certainly appreciate what you've done on their 

behalf. a 

The following is a list of some basic information to seek when someone 

in your area is caught for alleged A.L.F. (or similar Earth/Animal libera- 

tion) activities. Once you've gathered up as much info as possible, 
forward it to the North American Animal Liberation Front Supporters 

Group. Try to find out: 

*full name of individual, *name and address of the jail s/he is at, *does 

the activist have a lawyer, *phone number of j: *charges against 

them, *bail amount, *date of the next hearing. 
SUPPORT POLICY 

„F. Supporters Groups around the world have very simple criteria 

for who receives support. First, was the person's actions done for the 

animals? Secondly, did the person at all times refuse to grass on fellow 
activists? Any activist that provides police or the courts with the names 
of other A.L.F. activists will not receive support of any kind. 

The NA -A.L.F.S.G. wil: 

@ Provide financial support, to the best of our 
abilities, to people incarcerated for actions that 
fall under the A.L.F. guidelines. We shall also 
endeavour, on a case by case basis, to offer support 
to activists imprisoned for actions that may not 
necessarily fall under A.L.F. guidelines, 
but are clearly animal liberation actions 
(i.e.activists charged with Justice Dept or 
Animal Rights Militia actions, etc.) This is to 

ensure that all imprisoned animal activists have 

access to support.

@ In cases where we are contacted / make contact 
with prisoners who appear to be incarcerated for 
actions that fall under our Animal Liberation 
Prisoners support guidelines but are unknown to 
the S.G., we will endeavor to confirm their 
status as animal lib. prisoners. We believe that 
not only the NA-A.L.F.S.G. have a duty to 
Provide support to animal liberation prisoners, 
but also ensure that freeworld sc members know 
who they are dealing with when 
support. 

Remember: 

Prisoners really appreciate mail. It is often the only link they have to the 

Some prisoners can 

receive money sent directly to the jail; others cannot. The NA-ALF S.G. 

will accept money clearly marked for support for a particular prisoner. 

The SG can then pass it on to the prisoner in whatever form they 

request Some prisoners can get other items sent to them in jail, eg. 

postcards, stamps, letter paper, envelopes, photos, books, clothing. Write 
the prisoner and ask what they can be mailed. Regulations vary from 
jail to jail Buy magazine subscriptions so prisoners, have reading 
material. In most cases, the magazine will get through if it is sent 
directly from from the publisher. At certain times, in certain cases 
letter-writing appeals may be requested. Often people ask that letters 
be written to newspapers, state Officials, or prison officials, to protest 
treatment of the prisoners or to protest a sentence. Again, the

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It seems pretty obvious to me, that the 
current economic system that governs this 
country and this planet, capitalism, is 
totally fucked. In Canada, over 1.5 million 
are unemployed, and 5.2 million people 
live below the poverty level. Meanwhile, 
the 50 richest Canadians have about 39 
billion in assets - about the same as the 
bottom five million citizens who earn less 
than $10,000 a year. The gap between the 
rich and poor just keeps getting wider and 
wider, as the number of billionaires grows 
and big business profits escalate, yet we 
constantly read of more and more lay offs 
as companies “down size”, “out source” 
and “restructure”.

The cows live painful lives as I have 
already stated and milk is far from the healthy nutricious drink that the 
industry wants you to believe. Most of the Earths population do not drink 
milk, many because it makes them ill, Human beings are the only 
animals to drink milk other than our mothers, Any lactating mammal 
excretes toxins thru her milk, This includes antibiotics, pesticides, 
chemicals, and hormones, All cows milk contains blood, The inspectors. 
are simply asked to leep it under certain limits. You may be horrified to 
learn that the U,S.D.A. allows milk to contain from one to one anda halt, 
Ë million white blood cells per milliliter. White blood cells where they don't 
belong are known also as “pus cells”, 38% of milk samples in 10 cities 
were contaminated with sulfa drugs or other antibiotics, Calcium is 
intended to build strong bones and protect us against osteoporosis, But 
is milk calcium good for humans? Excessive amounts of diary products 
actually interfere with calcium absorption Secondly, the excess of

I’ve 
noticed that when people get themselves 
together in groups, and they hang out 
together, they don’t really care to get to 
know anyone else and are sometimes 
unapproachable. I’ve noticed that with , 
many Oakville - Burlington hardcore 
kids who come to shows. They stay in 
their little clique and don’t talk to anyone + 
else, it's usually the girls too. Why - I 
don’t know. Everyone wants a strong 
scene, bands are screaming about unity, 
but it sometimes seems so fake, mostly 
when it comes to the scenesters. 

A nice thing I saw a while ago at a punk 
show was a bunch of kids who brought a 
new kid with them and they all walked up 
to a big crowd of people sitting down and 
introduced him to everyone. The kid felt 
kinda weird because he was totally fresh 
to all of it and probably never saw any of 
these people before. At later shows, he 
looked more comfortable. i 
Everyone probably heard this: “United À 
we stand, divided we fall". Unity and , 
friendship, contacts totally strengthen 
our efforts. We gotta support one 
another. Try saying ‘hi’ to a person you 
walk by on the street, even if you don’t 
know him/her, whether they're a punk, 
hardcore, oi!, sharp, anarchist, whatever. 
Walk up to a kid you see sitting at the 
back alone at a show, maybe you'll make 
their day, or maybe they'll give you a 
dirty look or tell you to fuck off. But 
that’s a chance worth taking.

Employers,teachers,parents, 
Supervisors, I ask why doesn’t 
anyone in the so called “real worid” 
give a fuck about who I really am? 


This year at skool I took a co-op course 
and at the beginning of the course we 
had a few classes with our co-op 
teacher. These classes were designed to 
tell us how to act, move, dress, breathe 
in the “real world” which would be our 
chosen placement. In these few days I 
heard so much brain washing and 
bullshit, which never came true anyway. 
I heard that when you actually find 
yourself in the placement/job, “you have 
to dress appropriately, according to the 
dress code, make sure you don’t wear 
anything unsuitable because when they 
see you, they will build their opinion on 
you right away. So dress as they say 
kids, or else...” 

Dress codes, eh? They take away your 
freedom, comfort, you won't be thinking 
about the job you are doing because all 
that you will have on your mind will be: 
“God, I look so stupid, I can’t wait to 
change, oh no, there’s my friends, I 
gotta hide”. “There is no way you can 
be late, your employer doesn’t need a 
person who will be late, they need to 
depend on you”. So you have no right 
to miss a bus because your alarm didn’t 
go off for some reason, no one has a 
right to have something happen to them 
- you just can't be late. “So kids, when 
you first walk in your placement/job, 
make sure you say ‘hi’ to everyone, and 
don’t be too sure of yourself, don’t call 
the other employees by their first name, 
you don’t want to offend anybody” 
Oh, the interviews, what a fuckin’ stupid 
thing someone thought of. By now, of 
course I heard about all the moves you 
are and aren’t supposed to make. Here’s 
some tips from some pathetic booklet 
we got: 








“ DO: Arrive early, Project a positive 
attitude, Shake hands firmly and address 
the interviewer by name, Maintain eye 
contact, React to what the interviewer 
tells you (nod, smile), Tet your sense of 
humor show, Pay attention and think 
before you answer questions, Follow the 
interviewer's lead, thank the interviewer 
for his/her time when you leave.

It's been about 30 years since the German 
anti-imperialist resistance group, Rote 
Armee Fraction (Red Army Frac 

tion) has formed. Founded in 1968 by 
Urlike Meinhof and Andreas Baader. 
Originally nomed Baoder Mainhof Gang, 
the group began as a port of the student 
anti-war movement. The RAF sees itself 
‘a3 part of an international movement who's 
gool is to arise a worldwide revolution that 
would overthrow existing power structures 
in the capitalist world by violent means. 

What motivated them was their hostility to 
the Fascist tendencies and mindless material- 
ism of the German society. In one of their 
communiques they said: " the Red Army 
Fraction is organizing the underground as 
an offensive position for revolutionary 
Intervention. To form an urban guerilla 
means to offensively wage an anti- 
imperialist struggle. The RAF is providing 
a link between the legal and the illegal 
struggle, between the national and the 
international struggle, between the political 
and the armed struggle. C...) Urban guerrilla 
means revolutionary intervention here and| 
now! (.)". “The urban guerrilla is 
supposed to undermine certain points of 
the state's power apparai to remove it’s 
power step by step, and to destroy the 
myth that the state & omnipotent C..2" 
Generally speaking, their aims were to 
destroy western capitalism through 
terrorism, helping precipitate a worldwide 
Marxist revolution, use terrorism to 
destroy FRO-US solidarity. especially by 
attacking American military targets in West 
Germany, and to try to Force authorities 











to free the imprisoned RAF members by 
using specific acts of terrorism. In the 
communique they have stated:

The RAF consists of 20-30 members who 
live underground and they are the ones who 
conduct the lethal terrorist activities 
Although you could say that the organizo- 
tion itself consists of four different group 
levels. The authorities say that those 
20-30 combatants also guide the acts of 
other illegal militants who carry out lower 
level attacks like for ex. bombings. Then 
there's the ones on the outside, of whom 
there are several hundreds. They form the 
vital support base by providing essential 
funding, shelter, and communications for 
the operatives. And Finally, there is a large 
number of legal supporters who help 
spread the RAF ideology.

i Heidi Schulz (IS yrs) are seriously ill. 
Despite that, they are still held in isolation 
and special detention. Their conditions are 
now life threatening, 
On October 18, 1997, a Lufthansa jet was 
hijacked to somalia by a commando of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, The purpose of that action was 
‘an attempt to gain freedom for RAF 
leaders, On Oct.17, West German onti- 
terrorist commando team succeeded in 
storming the plane and killing the hijackers. 
The next morning, RAF leaders Baader, 
Jan-Clarke Raspe, ond Gudrun Ensslin, 
were Found dead in a top security prison in 
Stuttgard, and Irmgarad Moeller critically 
wounded. Hours later the government 
reported that the prisoners have committed 
suicide. Of course, officials never 
explained how the news of the hijacking, or 
the subsequent storming of the plane could 
have got to the prisoners, who were held in 
complete isolation. The circumstances of 
their deaths are still not clear.

Children are lured in (dragging 
their parents behind them) with the 
promise of toys and other gimmicks. 
But behind the smiling face of Ronald 
McDonald lies the reality -McDonald's 
only interest is money, making profits 
from whoever and whatever they can, 
just like all multinational companies. 
McDonald's Annual Reports talk of 
‘Global Domination’ - they aim to 
open more and more stores across the 
globe - but their continual worldwide 
expansion means more uniformity, 
less choice and the undermining of 
local communities. 


PROMOTING UNHEALTHY FOOD 
McDonald's promote their food as ‘nutritious’, but the reality is that it is junk food "94" 
- high in fat, sugar and salt, and low in fiber and vitamins. A diet of this type is 
linked with a greater risk of heart disease, cancer; diabetes and other diseases. 
Their food also contains many chemical additives, some of which may cause ill- 
health, and hyperactivity in children. Don't forget that meat is the cause of the 
majority of food poisoning incidents. in 1991 McDonald's were responsible for an 
outbreak of food poisoning in the UK, in which people suffered serious kidney 
failure. With modern intensive farming methods, other diseases - linked to 
chemical residues or unnatural practices - have become a danger to people too RSs, 
(such as BSE). Rey 













EXPLOITING WORKERS 
Workers in the fast food industry are paid low wages. McDonald's do not pay / 
overtime rates even when employees work very long hours. Pressura to keep 
profits high and wage costs low results in understaffing, so staff have to work 
harder and faster. As a consequence, accidents (particularly burns) are common. 
The majority of employees are people who have few job options and so are forced 
to accept this exploitation. and they're compelled to ‘smile’ too! Not surprisingly 
staff turnover at McDonaid’s is high, making it virtually impossible to unionize and 
fight for a better deal. which suits McDonald's who have always been opposed to 
Unions. 


ROBBING THE POOR 
Vast areas of land in poor countries are used for cash crops or for cattle ranching, 
oF to grow grain to feed animals to be eaten in the West. This is at the expense of 
local food needs. McDonald's continually promote meat products, encouraging 
people to eat meat more often, which wastes more and more food resources. 7 
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DAMAGING THE ENVIRONMENT 

Forests throughout the world - vital for ail life - are seing destroyed 3t an appalling 
rate by Multinational companies. McDanaid’s nave at ast deen forcec to acmit -o 
using beet reared on ax-rainforest land, oreventing its regeneration. Also, the use 
of farmland by multinationals ana tneir suppliers forces ‘ocal people to move on 
other areas and cut down further trees.

The menus of the burger chains are base he torture and murder of millions of 
animals. Most are intensively farmed, with no access to fresh aw and sunshine.

srganizations over a wide range of issues. In the mid-1980's, Loncon Greenpeace th annual skate competition. Chaka Bral! < a 





drew together many of those strands of criticism and called for an annual World 
Day of Action against McDonald's. This takes piace every year on 16th October 
with pickets and demonstrations all over the world. McDonald's, who spend a 
fortune every year on advertising, are trying to silence world-wide criticism by 
threatening legal action against those who speak out. Many have been forced to 
back down because they lacked the money to fight a case. But Helen Steel and 
Dava Morris, two supporters of London Greenpeace, defended themselves in a 
major UK High Court libel tal. No legal aid is available so they represented 
themselves. McDonald's engaged in a huge cover up, refusing to disclose masses 
of relevant documents. Also, the defendants were denied their night to a jury 
Despite all the cards being stacked against them, Helen and Dave turned the 
tables and exposed the truth by putting McDonald's business practices on trial. 
Protests against the $30 billion a year fast-food giant continue <0 grow. It's vital 
to stand up to intimidation and to defend free speech
